2. OHIO JUDGE ALLOWS DISTRICT TO BAn'oUTSIDE WASTE "' 

An Ohio judge ruled that the Stark-Tuscarawas- Wayne Solid Waste 
District has the power to exclude waste from outside counties, specifically 
Summit and Cuyahoga counties. If they fail to recycle as much waste as 
that of the district. Initially, the National Solid Waste management 
Association (NSWMA) filed a lawsuit challenging the validity of such a law. 
Ultimately Judge Richard D. Relnbold ruled In favor saying that the district 
was "within Its rights" but delayed enactment of the rule from Jan. 1 until 
June 1, 2009. NSWMA general counsel David Biderman said the group was 
"disappointed generally" with the decision and considering an
